G.S.R, 94".—In exerci.e of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of 
the Central Excise Rules, 1944, read with sub-section (31 of section 3 of the 
Mineral Products (Additional Duties of Excise and Customs) Act, 1998 (27 of 
1958), the Central Government hereby makes the following amendment in the 
notification of the Government of India, in the Ministry of Finance (Department 
of Revenue und Insurance), No, 276/67 Central Excises, dated the 21st December, 
1967. namely:— 

In (be said notification in clause (< 1 the following proviso shall he.aadeo at 
the end, namely:— 

"Pirn idecl that in the cate of any of the excisable goods having its flashing 
point below seventy-six degrees of Fahrenheit's thermometer and not less than 
7 per cent by volume of which distils above 219 degree C, and cleared under this 
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clause for use as industrial fuel (but not os fuel for internal combustion engines), 
the exemption under sub clause (i) shall be limited to the amount of duty in excws 
of its. 37 IQ per kilolitre at 15 degree C.” 
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
